At this Town 
named Philb;ts, we ſtayed two days and one 
night: in which time Iwent into & houſe where 
1 ſaw a very ſtrange ſecret of hatching- of 
Chickens, by artificial heat, or warmth: the 
like I had ſeen before at Grand Cairo, but 
/ © not in ſuch numbers as here : the manner as 
”  followeth. © The Country people, four or 
five miles diſtant 'every way, bring their 
Eggs upon Aſſes or Camele,to this place;zwhere 
there is an Oven, or Furnace, kept tempe- 
rately warm, -and the Furner or/Maſter ſtand- 
eth ready ata little door to receive the. Eggs 
by tale 55 unleſs when the number riſes ſo 
high (as to ten Camels loading or more) then 
he filleth a meaſure by tale, and after that or- , 
der meaſures all the reſt, And I ſaw there re- 
ceived by the Furner Cook, or Baker, in'one 
day by tale, and by.meaſure, thirty five or 
forty thouſand Eggs : and rhey told me, that 
for three days he doth nothing . but till re- 
ceive in Eggs, and at twelve days end they 
come again to fetch Chickens, ſometimes at

Thus ſpent'I the ſecond day, being the 
26. day of March, all within the Gates of 
Feruſalem, except my going to ſee the ſtone 
wherewith Saint Steven was ſtoned, The 
next day being the 27, having done our 
Duty to God, and 'the Pater Guardian, we 
hired | Aﬀes- for the Friars and the Trouch- - 
man to ride'on, and _ going forth. the City 
Gates, we mounted and rode direQly to- 


wards Bythinia, By the way as we rode, . | 


they ſhewed the place of the fruitleſs Fi 

tree, - which Chris curſed : next ' the Caſtle 
of Lazarus, that Lazarus whom (Chriſt © * 
loved fo well : for his houſe or Caſtle was 
in Bjthivia, but it was utterly ruinated, and : 
nothing tobe ſeen butthe two fides of the 
Wall. In the ſame Town they ſhewed the 
Houſe of Mary 1fagdalen, but fo ruinated, 
that-nothing is left of it but a piece of a 
Wall : there I aw likewiſe Martha's Houſe, . 
conſiſting of 3 pieces of Wall : and "thence 
they brought" mie to the Stone where the - 
two Siſters told Chriſt that Lazarus was - 
dead, from whence pafliig on, they ſhew. 
ed the place where our Saviour raiſed Lz- 
zarus from death, after he had layen three 
days in the ground, and where he was ' by... © 
ried afterward. when he died. This (er q 
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hath been notably kept irom. rhe: beginning, 
and is repaired ſtili þy the Cnriſtians ; but 
yet in poor and very bare fort ; And this is 
all thac 1 ſaw in Byrhmia, 

From hence we. code to Mount Olever, 
and paſling by Bethphage, they brought me 
to the place where . our Saviour took the 
Aſs and Cole when he rode to Feruſalem 
upon Palm Sunday. Riding from Bethphage, 
directly North, we came to the - toot 'of 
Mount Oliver, where they ſhewed the place 
. Benedifia of the Virgin Maries Annunciati- 
on: andaſcending to the top of the. mount 
we ſaw the place of our Saviours Aſcenſi- 
on.; At the fight whereof we ſaid our Pray- 
ers, and were commanded ta fay 5 Pater 
Noſters, and 5 Ave AMaries, but we ſaid 
'the Lords Prayer, took notice of the place 
and departed, This is the higheſt part of 
Mount Olvet, and hence may be diſcerned 
many notable places: as firſt, Weſt from it 
is the proſpe& of the new City of Feruſalem:

Weſt- ward of Fordan. 

From Mount Ol;wet Eaſt and Eaſt-South« 
eaſt, maybe ſeen the Lake of Sedow and 
Gomorrab, which is ſome 100 Miles long, 
and 8 Miles over; all theſe places I fet 
with the Compaſs, when-I was on Monat 
Olives : for I ſtayed on the top of it ſome 
two houts and-a half, having a little Com- 
paſs abour me, Deſcending hence toward 
the four Weſt-ward, we came to @+ place 
where the Friars told me, that '' woman 
called Sr.” Pelagia, did Pennance in the has.

often to Pray, Then came we to the pool 
of Silo, wherein Mr. Burrel and 1 wathed 
our ſelves, and hence” we were ſhewn the 
place where, the Prophet Eſay- was ſawn 
IN pieces : thence-they guided us-to an ex- 
ceeding deep Well, where: the Jews ( as 
they ſay ;) hid the holy fire in. therime of Ne- 
buchadnezzar. Hero. we. aſcended from- the

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Valley to a hill fide, which lyeth juſt Sourh 
from Mount $jon ;. but there is a great Val- 
- tey between, called Gebemiomn, + and there 
_ they ſhewed the-places where the Apoſtles hid 
themſelves, being a Cave in'a Rock. Af- 
.cending higher they brought me to the field, 
or rather to the Rock, where the common 
. burial place is for ſtrangers, being the. very 
; fame as they ſay which was bought with 
the 3o pieces of filver, - that , Fudas received 
as the pxice .of his Maſter, which place is 
called Afeeldama, and is faſhioned as follow- 
.eth. . It huth 3. holes above, and on the

by the Fryars poyfoning them, or how elſe

a with us : and the heat of the Day being paſ- . 
» ighſed, we proceeded on our Journey ; and a- 
bout four of the Clock inthe afternoon we 
ived at Jeruſalem, at Joppa Gate; where 
, tarried till the Druggerman of the Con- 
omfrent went to the Caddy for Licence for us 
iveſto enter the City ; whe baving —_— 
| 2 an 
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and delivering up our Swords, and what 0- 
ther Arms we had, to be carried to the Con- 
"vent; we entred the City on Foot, and 
were conducted by the Druggerrman to the 
Latines Convent, with two or three Fathers ; 
we found them at their Devotion, and after- 
wards all went into the Father Gzardians 
Chamber, who imbraced, and bid us wel- 
come ;3 We' were carried to our Lodging, 
and tbe Father Procurator came 'to us, and 
afſed a Complement on ue, bringing two or 
three bottles -of the beſt Wine, and deſiring 
us to-call for what we wanted ; this was our 
firſt entertainment. But ſhould have told 
you that our Dru jhm_, Mallanis Salley, 
who conducted us from Fopps, through the 
Mountains up to Feruſalem, was formerly a 
Robber himſelf, and could therefore the bet: 
ter carry us through the Arabs, who moleſt 
thoſe Mountains and live all upon Purchaſe; 
he was a Greek by Nation and Religion, Now 


to our further Entertainmgnt at Jeruſalem: ; 
the next morning Father J-wnaſo a Lay-Bro 
ther, . mighty Serious, and Religious i 
their way, came to our Chamber with Milk 
Wine and Fhuir, (with a Bleſſing in bi 
Mouth ) che ſeaſon being very hot: and a 
bout twelve of the Clock we went to Dinner 
two or three Lay-Brothers attending at th 
Hall dovr, with a Baſon and Ewer for us 
WA 
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waſh; and then entring the Hall, the Fathers 
ſtood all on one fide near one another, ſay» 
ing Grace in Latin, and then finging the 
Lords Prayer altogether; and afterwards bow- 
ing towards the Picture of our Saviour at Su 

per with his Apoſtles, which is placed :over 
the Guardians Head, adorned with filver 
Crofles about it, &c . The Guardian bath 
his Table alonein the middle of the Room 
and two long Tables ſtand of each. fide, one 
for the Pilgrims, and the other for the Fa« 
thers ; after they bad kiſs'd the ground, we 
all ſate down, and had every one his allot- 
ment brought in a ltttle diſh, never wanting 
three or four Courſes of ſeveral ſorts of Meat: 
our Wine, Water, and Fruit, was ſet ready ; 
the Wine abouta Quart, the Water ſome» 
thing leſs, which was the allowance of two 
men, and had two Glafles belonging to it ; a- 
bout the middle of Dinner,the Frater came, & 
changed our Water, that it might drink the 
freſher. Dinner being ending, the Father Guar- 
dian knocks, and the Fraters riſe and kneel 
with their faces toward the Picture of our 
Saviour with his Diſciples ,at-Sopper, and 
mumbling ſomething ro themſelves, they kiſs 
the Ground, and then begin to take "&way; 
one taking away the Diſhes, another the 
Knives, every one having his appointment z 


and then give Thanks in.,the. ſame. manne 
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as before Dinner ; then waſhing at the door» 
they go into the Church to Prayer, for a 

uarter of an hour ; this they do daily, ri- 
298 always early, and inthe Night allo, to 
go to Maf*. 

At this time there were two or three Chri- 
ftians come from Bethlehem, whole art is to 
make the Figure of our Saviours Sepulchre, 
or what Holy Story you pleaſe, upon your 
Arm; they make it of a blew colour, -and it 
is done by the continually pricking of your 
Arm with two Needles ; they began preſent- 
ly to go to work on ſome of us, and having 
_ us the Patterns of abundance of 

ririts, every one took his Fancy, 

The next day, May 27. we all agreed 
to go into the Temple, and about four afcer- 
noon we went : ten or twelve Fathers live 
there continually, and have their Church 
there: The door 18 ſealed with the Cadays 
Seal, and when any man goes in, he pays 
fourteen Livers ; we being entred the Tem- 
' ple, the Fathers came and ſaluted us, and 
conducted us to their Lodgings; where after 
we had been about an hour, they prepared 
to goin Proceſlion to all the holy places, pre» 
ſenting us every one a Book of Holy Songs, 
for every place in Latin, 

And ſo we ſet out, the Fathers being dreſ- 
£d in White Surplices; and the Chief a- 
mong 
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mong them with Clothes of Silver over his 
Surplice, with two more drefled in. the like 
Garb to lead him : there was a great Silver 
Crucifix carried before him, and two men 
going on each fide of ir, with Incenſe Pots, 
to perfume every holy place, that we came 
to, And ſo we went to the places follow- 


ing.

wherein our Saviour was pur. 3. The place 
where the Soldiers divided our Saviours 
Garments, 4.

on it : the” Sepulchre alſo is covered with 
Marble, with Silver Lamps continually burn- 


- Ing on it; ſo hatch the Anointing Stone : 


you muſt go into the Sepulchre bare foot, as 
alſo on Mount C alvary, 

Here all forts of Chriſtians have their 
Churches: The Greeks have the beſt, the 
Latines. the Armenians, the Cepry's and the 
Syrians, have each of them Churches here, 
The Gr:«ks and Latines are the two power» 
ful Rebgionsin the Temple, and with great 
Sums of money, and the credit they have at 
Stambul or Conſtantinep'e, buy theſe Holy 
Places out of one anothers hands ; the other 
Parties are poor ; and ſqueez'd into a ſmall 
part of the Temple ; The Latives once offer- 
ed ten thouſand Livers for a piece of the Croſs, 


. which the Greek; bought out of their hands, 


Theſe Religious People bear little - reſpect 
one to another, ſpeaking very baſely each of 
other, After our Proceliag,we went to view 
all the places and Churches again ; the 


Greeks have a place in the middle of their 
.Church, which they ſay, is the middle of 


the World ; they have another place by the

near the Anointing Stone, is a Tomb, where

are buried, 


In the ſame place is the Rent of 


the Rock which begins above, near the place. 
where our Saviour was Crucified, and in that ” 
Rent they ſay, Adams Head was found, :.. 


when our Saviour gave up the Ghoſt. Thus 
having ſeen the Temple, we returned to the 
Convent. 


May 28, we went out of the City at 
Damaſcus Gate, and turning on the right - 
came to one of the Fiſh-ponds of the old Ciry, . 
and a quarter of a Mile further, to the Grot 


where Jeremiah lived when he Wrote his La» 


mentations;on the left hand in the entrances - 


a Ledy in the Rock, abour a Story high, 
where they ſay Ferempiab (lepr; and below 


over againſt the Door, is a hole intended for + 


his Sepulchre; and paſſing through a Rut» 


nate Door, you come into the Yard, where : 


his Well is, being a very good Spring of 
ſweet Water ; there you pay one Liver ; af-

Sepulchre of the Kings; the entrance into 
the firſt Room was fo ſmall and low, that 
we were forced to creep in, in which there 
were ſeven Sepulchres cut out of the Rock ; 
in the ſecond Room, were eight; and in the 
third Room twenty fix; and many, more in 
ſeveral other Rooms: One of the Rooms 
| hatha Door of Stone,Cut out of the Rock,and 
ſhuts and opens as a Door with Hinges ; this 
Door belongs to the Room, wherein Febo- 


faphat was Buried ; his Cothn is of Stone | 


with a Covertoit, and is very neatly Wrote 
en the ſides with Flowers, as.feveral of them 
-arealſo in the firft Room, but they know 
not what Kings they are ;. there is alſo one 
ether Chamber into which we crept; ({ that 
there are in all 42 Burying. places "under 
Ground, to which there is but one door to 
enter, all adorned with Admirable Work- 
manſhip z which I being unskilled in, am 
unfit to expreſs in proper Terms : and ſo we 
return'd to the Convent, entring the City at, 
the ſame Gate. ay 29.  werepoſed, ſome 
of our company being a Marking. ay 30.

But to returo again to Sabatai Seri himſelf, ve find 
himftill remaining aPrifoner in the Caſtle of Abydos up- 
on the Helleſpont, admyred and adored by his Brethren, 
wich more honour than before, and viſiced by Pilgrims 
from all parts where the fame of the coming of che 
Mdf:b tad arrived; amongſt which one from Poland, 
namcd Nehemiah Cohen, was of ſpecial rote and renown, 
learned in the Hebrew, Syriach, and Chaldee, and ver- 
fed in the Dottrine and Kaba's of the Rabbins, as well 
not this $e14 anridapared the Deſign, eſtcerged him- 
felf as able a Fellow to AR the Part of a Miſiah as the 
other ; Howloever, it being now too late ro publiſh 
gny ſuch Pretetce. Sebitai having now clever Points 
of the Law by Pcfiefiion of the Office, and with chat 
the hearts and bclet of the Jews, Nehemiah was con- 
acuted with, fome ſmall appendage, or relation to

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as Sabata; himſelf, one ( of whom it was ſaid ) had © 
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Miah; and therefore to lay his Deſign the bette?, 
deſired a Privare Conference with Sabatai: Theſe two 
great Rabbins being together, a hot Diſpute aroſe be- 
tween them ; For Coben alledged thar according wo. ' * 
Scripture, : and Expoſition of the Learned thereupon, - 
there were to be two Meſſiahs, one called Ben Ephraim, 
and the other Bex David , the firſt vas to be a Preach- 
er of the Law, poor, and deſpiſed, and a Servant of 
the Second, and his Fore-runner ; the other was to 
be great and rich, to reſtore the Jews to Jerſalon, to 
ſit upon the Throne of David, and to perform and aR 
all thoſeTrinmpls and Conqueſts which were expect- 
ed from Sabatei. Nebimiah was contented to be By 
Eporaim, the aftiifted and poor Miſtah and Sabatai (for 
avy thing I hear ) was well cnough contented he 
ſhould be ſo : bur char Nehemiah accuſed him fot beicg 
too forward in publiſhing himſelf the latter Meſſiah, 
before Bex Ephraim had firſt been known unto the 
World. Sahatai took this reprehenſion (o 11], either 
out of pride, and thoughts of his own infal.ibility, or 
that he ſuſpeRed Nehumigh, being once admitted for 
Ben, Ephraim, would quickly (ocing a ſubtile and lezrn» 
ed perſon) perſwade the World that he was Ben Da- 
vid, wouid by no means underſtand or admit of this 
DoRrine or of Ben Ephraim for a neceſſiry Othzer ; 
And thereupon the Diſpute grew ſo hot, and the Con» 
troverſic (> irreconcilcable, as was taken notice of 
by the _ and conroverted amongſt them as eve- 
ry one fancy'd : But Sgbatai being of preater Authorj- 
ty, his Sentence prevailed, and Nebrmich was rej: ed, 
as Schiſmatical; and ap Enemy to the 3/+//zah, which af- 
terward proved the rein end downfal of chis Impeſtor. 
For Nehemiah being thus baffled, and being a per 
ſon of Auzhority, and a haughty Spxit, meditared no» 
thing but revenge 3 t9execute which to the full, he 
rakes a Journey to Aiample, and there wtorms.. the 
Chief Miniſters of Srate, and Offices *of the Conrr, 


who ( by reaſon of the gain rhe -Turks made of theip 
; _— -. Priſoner 
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Priſoner at the Caſile on the Hellepont ) heard nothing 
of all this Concourſe of People, and Prophefies of the 
Rovolr of the Jews from their Obedience to the Grand 
Signiorz and takinglikewiſe ro his Council ſome certain 
diſcontenred and unbelieving Chochams. Who being 
zealous for their Nation, ard jealous of the ill conſc- 
quences of this Jong conrinued, and increaſing Mad- 
neſs, rook hiberry toinform the Chimcham ( who was 
Deputy of the great Vigier then at Candia)) that the 
Jew, Priſoner at the Caſtle, called Sabatai Srvi, was 
a Lewd Perſon, and one whoindeavoured to debauch 
the minds of the Jews, and divert them from their ho- 
neſt courſe of livelihood, and Obedience to the Grand 
Siznior; and.chat therefore it was neceſſary toclear the 
World of ſo Fa&ious and dangerous a Spirit : The 
Chimcham being thus informed,could do no lefs than ac- 
uaint theGr2:d Signior with all particulars of thisMans 
Gondition,Courſe of Lifs,and Dc&trine;zwhich were no 
ſooner underſtood hut aChiaux,of Meſſenger, was imme- 
diately diſpatched, to bring up Sabatai Sevi to Aaria- 
nople. The Chiayzx executed his Commiſſion after the 
Twhilh faſhion in haſte, and brought Sabatai in a few 
days to Adrianople, withour further excuſe or ceremo- 
ny 3 not affording him an hours ſpace to take'a ſolemn 
farewel of his Friends, his Followers and Adorers ; 
who now were come to the vertical point of all their 
hopes and expeRarions. 
he Grand Signior having by this time received di- 
vers informations of the madneſs of the Jews, and the 
prerences of Sabatai, grew big with defire-and cx-. 
peRation to ſee him ; ſo that he no ſooner arrived ar 
Adrignople, but the fame hour he was brought before 
the Grand Signior : Sabatai appeared much dejeed, 
and failing of that courage which he ſhewed in the 
Smagogut 3 and being demanded ſeveral Queſtions in 
Turkiſh by the Grand Signior, he would not truſt fo far 
to the vertge of his M:ſſizb-(hip, - as to deliver himſelf 
in the Turkiſh Lazguage ; but deſired a Doftor of. Phy» 
þ, ( whohad from a Joy rurned Thy) to- be his

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Interpreter, which was granted to him; .but not 
without refle&ion of the ſtanders by ; that had be 
been the Meſſiah, and Son of God, as he formerly pre- 
tended, his rongue would have flown with variety as 
well as with the (perfection 'of Languages. Bur the 
Grand Signior would not be pur off withcur a Miracle, 
and it muſt be one of his own, choice : which was, 
that S4abataiſhould be ſiript naked,and fer as a-mark to 
his dexterous Archers: it the Arrows pierced not his 
body,but that his fleſh and ſkinwas proof like armour, 
then he would believe himro be the Miah, and the 
perſon whom God had deſigned ro thoſe-Dominicns, 
and Greatneſs, he | yazy" arp But now Sahatai not 
having faith enough to ſtand to ſo ſharp a trial,- re- 
nounced all his title ro Kingdoms and Governments, 


alledging that he was an ordinary Chocham, and a - 


r_ Jew, as others were, 2nd had nothing of Privi- 
edge, or Vertve above the reſt. The Grand Signior 
nowwichſtanding, tor wholly farisficd with this plain 


confeſſion, declared, that having given. publique - 


ſcandal to the Profefiors of the Mahonetan Religion, 
and done diſhonour to his Soveraign authority,by pre» 
rending to draw ſuch a conſiderable porgion from him; 
as the Land of Paleſtine ; his Treaſon and Crime was 


not to be expiated by any other means then by a con> 


verſion to the Mahumitan faith, which if he refus'd to 
do, the ſtake was ready at the gate of the Str4glio to 
empale him. Sabat4i being now reduced to extre- 
mity of his latter gameznot being in the leaſt doubttul 


what todo; fer to die for what he was aſſured was- 


talſe,, was againſt nature, and the death -oft a mad 
man: replied with much cheerfulneſs, that he was 
contented to turn Tyrk, and thatit was nor of force, 
bur of choice, "having been a long time deſirous of fo 
glorious a Profeſſion, he eſteemed himſelf much. ho- 
noured, that he had opportunity to own it firſt in the 
preſence of the Grand Signior.

formerly,” for that matters relating unto hmn were -fi- 
niſhed and the ſentence paſt, The news that Sabatai 


was turn-d Tizkh, and the Miſfrch to @ Makumttan,. 


- mt filled all parrs of Twrky. The Jews were 
rengely ſurprized at it, and aſhamed of their exfie 
belief of the arguments with which they had periwa- 
ded one the other,-and of the Proſe!ytes they had 
madein their own families, Abroad they became the 
common derificon of the Towns where they inhabited ; 
the Bovs houred afrer them, coyning a' new word- at 
Smyrna ( Porſlai ) which _ one ſceing a Jew, with 
a finger pointed out, would pforounce with ſcorn 
and contempt : fo that this deceived people for a long 
time afrcr remamed with confuſion, filence, and de- 
jection of Spirit. And yet moſt- of them affirm thar 
Sabatdi is not turned Turk, but his ſhadow only re- 
mains on earth, and walks with a-white head, and in- 
the habit of a Mabarten : but that his natural, Body 
. and Soul'are taken into Heaven. there to refide unnll

vemence, Burthat they might rewirn to their brethren 
ar home, with the certain particulars of the ſucceſs of 
theſe affairs, they made a viſit tothe brother of #4- 
batai; who ſtill continued to perſwade them, that 
Sabatai was norwithſtandingrthe erue 4 thar ic 
was not he who had raken on him the habie and ſorm”
